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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the key word tags do 
not need to be words spoken in the program. For example they can include the general topic or subject matter involved (Page 17). The 
applicant agures "selected keywords" are related to the content of the video stream (Page 18). 

Although, the key word tags do not need to be words spoken in the program, Cragun does not teach away from the Applicant's invention. 
Cragun discloses the user searching key words in a program for segments of interest (Colun 16, lines 39-64, Figure 9, Figure 6) and that 
the the program can be searched for a specific subject (Column 7, lines 30-36). 

The Applicant argues that closed captioning disclosed by Cragun is part of the video stream. The claim dicloses key words related to the 
content of the video stream. The closed captioning does contain key words that are related to content of the video stream. Although the 
words that describe the program such as love story may not appear in the key words as argued by the applicant, other words of the 
program will appear such as if the topic was about Russian submarine or if a newstory was about the Minnesota Twins (Column 16, lines 
39-64, Figure 9, Figure 6). 

Cragun discloses key words (Figure 9, Figure 6). The Office recommends that the key words are defined more clearly to detail 
descriptions such as "love story" as wanted by the Applicant for further search and/or consideration. 
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
